Three residences

Spec, grand 
jury hears 
five witnesses 

The special Morgan County grand 
jury seated in September at the request 
of Attorney General Greg Stumbo met 
last Thursday and heard testimony from 
five witnesses, among them County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps and four 
county road department employees. 

The grand jury last met on Nov. 2, at 
which time it interviewed a number of 
witnesses, including two other county 
road department workers. 

Special Prosecutor Brent Turner of 
Prestonsburg said on Friday “there are 
a few more witnesses” yet to be inter- 
viewed and the panel will meet again 
Wednesday, Dec. 20. 

Rumors that Judge Executive Tim 
Conley is the subject of the investiga- 
tion were confirmed shortly before the 
recent election, but neither Turner nor 
the attorney general’s office have iden- 
tified the nature of the probe. 

Turner said after the jury met on Nov. 
2 that he believed it would require two 
more sessions for the panel to complete 
its work. If that proves to be the case, 
the jury could return its report next 
Wednesday. 



Low Income Home 
Heating Crisis Pgm. 
begins January 8th 

Gateway Community Services Orga- 
nization, Inc., is administering the Low 
Income Home Energy Assistance Pro- 
gram (LIHEAP). The Subsidy Program 
runs from November 6 through Dec. 15, 
and the Crisis Program will run from 
January 8, 2007, through March 31, 
2007. 

LIHEAP is a statewide initiative 
sponsored by the Kentucky Association 
of Community Action, Inc., in partner- 
ship with the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. 

The benefit amount that each house- 
hold receives is based on its level of pov- 
erty and the type of fuel used for heat- 
ing. 

All eligible households will receive 
a benefit. Benefits will be made payable 
to the household’s primary or second- 
ary heating fuel vendor. 

Last year, over 1,000 residents in 
Morgan County received financial assis- 
tance and emergency services from the 
LIHEAP subsidy component.

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation honored its outgoing chairman, 
Jane Smith at its meeting Monday. Mrs. 
Smith was presented a plaque recogniz- 
ing her 20 years of dedicated service to 
the board and to the students of Morgan 
County. 

Outgoing board member, Melanie 
Barker, who was appointed to the board 
two years ago to fill a vacancy, also was 
recognized for her two years of service. 
Mrs. Barker, who was not present, also 
will be presented a plaque. 

Tim Hatfield, CEO of Morgan 
County ARH Hospital, was a guest at 
the meeting and presented a proposal for 
a mentoring program to be sponsored by 
the hospital for students interested in 
entering the medical services field. As 
proposed, the program would include a 
service program for interested students 
in which they could assist staff mem- 
bers and patients at the hospital. 

Middle school principal, Darren 
Sparkman, and a delegation of teachers 
from the school also addressed the board 
with a proposal to begin a “No Zero 
Monday” program at the school. The 
proposal, which was endorsed by the 
board, would allow students who failed 
an assignment or missed an assignment 
during the week to make up the work. 
As explained by the group, students’ 
parents would be notified on Friday of 
their child’s failing grade or failure to 
complete an assignment, and the child 
could either complete the assignment 
over the weekend or during a supervised 
period after school hours on Monday. 

The board also heard a progress re- 
port on the new Morgan Central Elemen- 
tary School at Greear. Architect Mike 



Evanbaugh said doors and windows 
have been ordered and are expected to 
be installed by the first of January. He 
said his firm is pleased with the the qual- 
ity of work on the school thus far and 
with the progress being made. 

In addition to other routine business, 
a bid of $309,000 for furnishings for the 
new school was accepted from Schools 
Specialty Associates of Mansfield, Ohio. 
The bid includes all furnishings re- 
quired, from classroom desks to kitchen 
tables, Supt. Joe Dan Gold said. 

The board also authorized Supt. Gold 
to move another step forward on plans 
to acquire a site for a second new el- 
ementary school to replace the WPA- 
built Wrigley School. Gold was autho- 
rized to seek agreements with the own- 
ers of two tracts of land on New Ky. 7 
to have the properties appraised. 

The board entered an executive ses- 
sion to discuss the property acquisition 
as well as a legal matter, but took no 
action upon return to open session.

Fire destroys Cannel City home; 
cause of blaze still undetermined

The Caney Valley Volunteer 
Fire Department responded to a 
house fire at 9249 Highway 191 
that gutted a Cannel City home 
Dec. 7, with backup from the Ha- 
zel Green and Blackwater fire de- 
partments. 

Caney Valley Fire Chief 
Tommy Conley said the home’s 
owner, Merle “Buddy” Gevedon, 
reported the fire at approximately 
6 p.m. after seeing smoke com- 
ing from under his mobile home’s 
floor. 

“The fire started under the 
floor,” Conley said. “The owners 
said they first noticed smoke un- 
der the dryer area. They were able 
to get out of the house, but we 
couldn’t manage to save any of 
their possessions.” 

Conley said Gevedon and his 
wife, Norma, who was also at 
home when the fire started, were 
not injured though the home was 
destroyed. The fire’s cause is un- 
determined at this time. 

Seven Caney Valley 
firefighters responded to the fire, 
along with two Blackwater 
firefighers and five Hazel Green 
firefighters, who delivered two 
water tankers to the scene. 

“Hazel Green responded our 
request for more water,” Conley 
said. “It was too late, however. 
We used about 1,000 gallons of 
water, but we couldn’t knock the 
fire down. By that time the home 
was unsalvageable.” 

Firefighters also faced peril 
when gun ammunition exploded 
inside the residence due to ex- 



treme heat. 

“There was a lot of ammo in 
the home,” Conley said. “We had 
to take cover in a ditch when it 
started blasting - it sounded like 
a war zone. Fortunately no one 
was hurt in that partiuclar in- 
stance.” 

Conley said long distances 
hindered firefighters from saving 
the home despite intensive train- 
ing. 

“We were prepared to fight the 
fire, but getting there was another 
story,” Conley said. “Most Caney 
Valley firefighters live in or near 
West Liberty (and also serve on

GOP In Irirmoil and Dems 
In Disarray

FRANKFORT — Does every- 
one hear the drip... drip... drip of 
the Chinese water torture first 
noticed last summer as Kentucky 
Republican Party leaders at- 
tempted to jettison Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher’s candidacy for re-elec- 
tion? 

After a period of silence on 
Fletcher’s prospects of winning a 
second term next year, within the 
last week a top GOP strategist 
compared Fletcher to a cult leader 
who brought death and destruc- 
tion to his followers, and both of 
Kentucky’s Republican U.S. 
senators declined publicly to en- 
dorse Fletcher’s re-election. 

That’s a message sent loud 
enough for even someone totally 
out of touch with reality to under- 
stand. 

The question is whether 
Fletcher will understand the depth 
of his party’s animosity toward 
the failure of the first Republican 
administration in Frankfort in 30 
years. That animosity is grounded 
in the hiring bruhaha that brought 
on that failure, as well as crimi- 
nal indictments against many im- 
portant GOP officials who had to 
be pardoned by Fletcher to avoid 
trial. 

First soon-to-be Senate Minor- 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell 
pointedly declined to give the nod 
to Fletcher’s re-election. Then 
Sen. Jim Bunning told reporters 
flat-out he won’t endorse Fletcher 
until he sees whether Rep. Anne 
Northup or Rep. Hal Rogers is 
willing to oppose Fletcher in the 
Republican Primary. 

“I want the best person that’s 
available to win the governor’s 
race,” Bunning said. “Until I 
know who all the players are I 
won’t know who the best person 
is.” Bunning left no doubt that he 
does not consider Fletcher “the 
best person.” 

Reflecting on the meaning of 
his and McConnell’s lack of en- 
dorsement of Fletcher, Bunning 
observed, “It shows how far he 
has to come back.” 

Indeed it does. 

The comments clearly are an 
indication that top party officials 
have not given up on finding a 
viable candidate to beat Fletcher 
in the May Primary and then beat 
the Democratic nominee in No- 
vember. 

And just as clearly, they don’t 
believe wealthy Paducah busi- 
nessman Billy Harper, a former 



strong Fletcher supporter, is that 
candidate. Harper has been airing 
statewide television ads paid for 
with his own considerable re- 
sources since September, but 
people still wonder aloud who he 
is and what he’s up to. 

With the top Democratic pros- 
pects out of the race, retaining the 
governor’s office in Republican 
hands is at least possible with the 
right candidate, but the prospect 
of Fletcher, whose approval rat- 
ing is still around only about 30 
percent, being successful isn’t 
good at all. 

Kentucky politics is always a 
fascinating show no matter what, 
but the 2007 governor’s race is 
shaping up to be one for the his- 
tory books. 

Consider that Rep. Ben Chan- 
dler, Louisville Mayor Jerry 
Abramson and State Auditor Crit 
Luallen, each with a virtual lock 
on beating Lletcher, simply 
walked away, leaving at best in- 
experienced Democrals or other 
Democrats with political or per- 
sonal baggage to fight it out in a 
likely crowded and expensive pri- 
mary. 

Lletcher, with all the power of 
incumbency, is publicly shunned 
by the most important figures in 
his own party, who are actively 
seeking someone to run against 
him in an expensive primary. 

It’s as if the Democrats don’t 
really want to win. Republican 
big wigs, on the other hand, are 
convinced their own incumbent 
governor can’t win. 

Is Lletcher capable of making 
the comeback that would gener- 
ate endorsements from 
McConnell and Bunning? 

Not if Bunning’s complaint 
that Lletcher ’s top advisers ig- 
nored the GOP congressional del- 
egation is true. That’s the kind of 
attitude that succeeds in alienat- 
ing the very party figures who are 
critical not only to a successful 
administration, but also are key 
to re-election. 

Right now those party figures 
are making life difficult for Anne 
Northup and Hal Rogers and per- 
haps some others who are capable 
of ending Ernie Lletcher ’s politi- 
cal career and hanging on to the 
big office on the first floor of the 
Capitol. 

Certainly, Kentucky Demo- 
crats aren’t showing what it takes 
to regain that big office next year, 
but then, anything is possible in 
Kentucky politics, especially in 
2007.

New pgm. helps small firms 
provide health insurance 



ICARE designed to help 
small business owners 
pay health ins. premiums 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — While 
small businesses are the back- 
bone of Kentucky’s economy, it 
is a struggle for many of them to 
provide health insurance to em- 
ployees, a benefit needed to at- 
tract the best workers and remain 
competitive. 

Recognizing this, Governor 
Ernie Fletcher and the legislature 
worked together during the 2006 
General Assembly to create the 
Insurance Coverage Affordability 
and Relief to Small Employers 
(ICARE) program. 

This pilot project is designed 
to help Kentucky small business 
owners pay health insurance pre- 
miums for workers by providing 
a monthly incentive payment. 
The program is open to small 
businesses with 2-25 employees 
that have not offered health in- 
surance for the past 12 months or 
those that have an employee with 
a defined high-cost condition. 
The Kentucky Environmental 
and Public Protection’s Office of 
Insurance administers ICARE. 
Applications are being accepted 
now with incentive payments to 
begin in January for those deter-

Morgan native James Ruth teaches advanced 
skills to Iraqi police in Diyala Province

MUQDADIYAH, Iraq (Oct. 
19, 2006) - While the U.S. Army 
was once the main source secu- 
rity in Iraq, the situation is con- 
tinuing to change in the Diyala 
Province. 

That is, thanks to the com- 
bined efforts of the Iraqi police 
and U.S. Army instructors who 
train them at a facility just north 
of Muqdadiyah, called the Scor- 
pion Academy. 

Located at Iraq’s Forward Op- 
erating Base Fallock, the facility 
is a police training academy 
manned by members of the 978th 
Military police Company, from 
Fort Bliss, Texas, and Iraqi Po- 
lice Liasion Officers who work 
for various police forces through- 
out the United States. 

“We work to get (the Iraqi) 
police force up and running so 
that eventually we can go home,” 
said Sgt. Robert Wood, a team 
leader for the 978th MP Co. “The 
academy here is to train these 
guys to... enforce laws and take 
care of crime in their country. 



Wood and his fellow trainers 
are currently operating from FOB 
Normandy, which is adjacent to 
the Iraqi compound. His company 
has trained an estimated 1,5000 
Iraqi police officers during the 
past 11 months, he said. 

The two-and-a-half week 
“train the trainer” course cur- 
rently underway was designed to 
give select Iraqi police officers 
the skills needed to train others 
working in their stations. 

The instruction covers subjects 
such as marksmanship training, 
self-defense, hand-to-hand fight- 
ing and military operations in ur- 
ban terrain, also known as MOUT 
training. Classes in investigation 
techniques have been taught by 
the Iraqi Police Liasion Officers, 
said Wood. 

“We’re throwing a lot of stuff 
at them in a short period of time,” 
said Spc. James Ruth, a native of 
West Liberty, Ky., and a self-de- 
fense instructor for the 978th MP 
Co. “The Iraqi police are work- 
ing hard here. They want some- 
thing good for their country, and 
they want to help their commu- 
nity.” 

In pursuit of that desire, said 
Ruth, the Iraqi Police and their 



trainers have worked hard to 
overcome a language barrier that 
could impede the progress being 
made. 

“A lot of the problem is trying 
to work through a translator. We 
have terms that don’t even exist 
in their language,” said the in- 
structor, who teaches his class 
with the assistance of an Iraqi 
translator. 

Ruth said it is also difficult to 
communicate the importance of 
learning skills that the Iraqi po- 
lice have never used before, such 
as self-defense and hand-to-hand 
fighting. 

To emphasize the necessity of 
those abilities, Ruth describes for 
his students situations in which 
they would find these skills valu- 
able, such as in crowded areas 
where they would be unable to 
use their weapons, or where 
someone might try to take them 
hostage. 

“Most of them have never re- 
ceived training like this,” said 
Ruth. “However, they’re starting 
to realize there is actually a need 
for it once they learn of the situa- 
tions where these skills are nec- 
essary. It’s actually kind of fun for 
them.” 



Spc. Ruth is the son of Rick 
Ruth of Morehead and Ruthie 
Phipps of Wrigley and is the 
grandson of Wilma Jean Ruth of 
West Liberty and the late Cecil 
and Vergie Wilson of Wrigley. 

The success of the joint effort 
depends not only upon hard work 
and training, but also on the time 
that will be required to teach the 
Iraqi police more advanced skills. 

“These guys are working at a 
very low level, and they just 
haven’t had the training we’ve 
had,” said Spc. Colt Harris, who 
has assisted Ruth with providing 
self-defense training. “Mostly, it’s 
going to take time for these guys 
to learn this stuff.” 

Time is also precious to those 
who are training the Iraqi police 
at the Scorpion Academy. Many 
now face the prospect of multiple 
deployments and long periods of 
separation from their families. 
But that fact hasn’t deterred Ruth 
and Harris. 

“What keeps me going is that 
see some of them with an actual 
interest in what we have to share,” 
said Harris. 

Seventeen Iraqi police officers 
were scheduled to graduate from 
the Scorpion Academy Oct. 21.

Sunday night. The Blue Goose 
would pick us up. An old 1950s 
van, painted blue, driven by Otis 
Sanders.

Commission of Senior Citizens, 
at its semi-annual meeting on 
November 2-3, in Frankfort, was 
addressed on Thursday evening 
by Governor Ernie Fletcher. Gov- 
ernor Fletcher said he has a vision 
of a quality of life for the 
Commonwealth’s elderly citizens 
that will enable them to be able 
to live and enjoy life as long as 
possible. To fulfill his vision, he 
said, it will be necessary to insure 
that citizens are able to receive the 
right care at the right time and 
place, which is the goal of the 
Kentucky Elder Readiness Initia- 
tive, a program recently devel- 
oped by his administration which 
will allow access to quality 
healthcare closer to home. 

The Governor surprised and 
delighted his audience with the 
announcement that he had created 
the Department for Aging and In- 
dependent Living within the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. The new unit will be 
responsible for coordinating poli- 
cies for senior citizens and indi- 
viduals with disabilities. The 
Governor also introduced Debbie 
Anderson, who will become the 
first Commissioner of the Depart- 
ment for Aging and Independent 
Living. 

Earlier in the day, the Commis- 
sion heard from Mark 
Birdwhistell, Secretary, Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services. 
Secretary Birdwhistell said his 
and the Governor’s goal for Ken- 
tucky is to have healthy people 
living in strong communities. To 
this end, Secretary Birdwhistell 
said that a partnership, the Ken- 
tucky Elder Readiness initiative, 
had been created with the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky to study how the 
Commonwealth is going to con- 
front the state’s aging population, 
which is expected to grow by 
more than 60 percent during the 
next twenty years.

On Friday morning Debbie 
Anderson, Commissioner of the 
newly formed Department for 
Aging and Independent Living, 
said that now is time to act on 
long-term living initiatives, rather 
than continue to study alternative 
strategies. She said that the Elder 
Readiness Initiative and the Ag- 
ing Disability Research Center in 
Northern Kentucky will be pasrt 
of the responsibility of the new 
Office. 

In keeping with its mission to 
advise the Kentucky General As- 
sembly on matters of interest to 
older Kentuckians, as well as all 
residents of the state, the Com- 
mission adopted a series of rec- 
ommendations, including the fol- 
lowing: 

•Require a three day waiting 
period prior to an annuity sales 
agent depositing money ex- 
changed during a transaction; 

• Expand Kentucky’s Amber 
Alert System to include a “Golden 
Alert” for adults who are under 
the care of another person or or- 
ganization, and have gone miss- 
ing; 

• Require notification to the 
Office of Attorney General and 
the Office of Insurance by insur- 
ance companies of proposed in- 
creases in long-term care insur- 
ance premiums, with intervention 
by the Attorney General as 
needed; 

• Provide a tax credit for those 
who care for the elderly in the eld- 
erly person’s home, or in the 
caregiver’s home; 

• Direct the Legislative Re- 
search Commission to identify 
local funding sources for senior 
citizen programs, including a lo- 
cal property tax levy; 

• Prohibit the use of hand-held 
communication devices while 
operating a motor vehicle; and 

• Require the registration of 
all-terrain vehicles (ATVs).

Flu Cases 
In Fayette, 
Woodford 

FRANKFORT - Three lab- 
confirmed positive influenza cul- 
tures have been reported to the 
Kentucky Department for Public 
Health (DPH), indicating the 
presence of flu in the state. With 
more flu vaccine available this 
year than ever before, state health 
officials urge Kentuckians to get 
a flu shot to help protect their 
families from illness over the 
holidays. 

The cases involve two Fayette 
County residents and one 
Woodford County resident. DPH 
reports the results to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) as part of statewide 
flue surveillance efforts. 
Kentucky’s flue activity is cur- 
rently classified as “sporadic,” the 
lowest level indicating flu activ- 
ity. The flu season can begin as 
early as October and last through 
April. Most other states are also 
reporting sporadic activity. Sur- 
veillance efforts serve as a track- 
ing system to follow the patterns 
and types of flu each year; they 
are not meant to reflect a full 
count of all flu cases. 

“The best prevention for influ- 
enza is getting a flue shot,” said 
William Hacker, M.D., acting 
undersecretary for health and 
public health commissioner. 
“This year there is plenty of vac- 
cine available across the state. As 
the holidays approach, people will 
be traveling and families will 
gather together. The potential for 
exposure to flu and other illnesses 
increases over the holidays. With 
the flu season just beginning, 
there is still plenty of time to be- 
come protected against the flu.” 

Hacker urged anyone who has 
not received a flu vaccine, par- 
ticularly those in the groups at 
high risk for complications related 
to the flu, to contact their local 
health departments or health care 
provider about getting a flu shot. 
Older Kentuckians should also 
consider getting the pneumococ- 
cal pneumonia vaccine. 

Lloyd Miller, administrator of 
the Little Sandy District Health 
Department, locally says there is 
still an “ample” supply of flue 
vaccine available, and urges those 
who have not already gotten their 
flu shots to call the health depart- 
ments in Grayson (474-5100), 
Olive Hill (286-6000) and Sandy 
Hook (738-5205) for appoint- 
ments. 

Miller urges everyone to fol- 
low the commissioner’s advice as 
to spreading the flu. 

“You should also follow the 
advice your mother gave you in 
order to stay healthy,” Hacker 
said. “Wash your hands fre- 
quently, cover your mouth when 
you cough or sneeze and stay 
home when you are sick.”

With tears in her eyes, Betty 
Jean Edwards remembers seeing 
the hands of her mother, Myrtle 
Mae Barker Watson, bleeding 
from work. 

Edwards, her oldest daughter, 
used to pick her mother up from 
washing dishes at the former 
Caintuckee Grill in Florence, Ky. 

Her mother also cleaned 
house for others on Saturdays 
and took in ironing. 

But although she sometimes 
worked her fingers raw, her 
daughters never heard her com- 
plain. 

“She was bound and deter- 
mined that they were going to 
have a roof over their head, and 
nobody would take that away 
from her,” Edwards said. 

Mrs. Watson, who died 
Wednesday, Nov. 15, at 97, was 
born in Hazel Green. As a baby, 
she was so small that she slept in 
a shoebox kept warm by a brick 
heated in the fireplace. 

She was very close to her two 
brothers, and was devastated in 
1918, when her brother, Archie, 
died at 7 of influenza, a casualty 
of a worldwide epidemic that 
killed 50 million. 

Mrs. Watson worked to pay 
for her education at Hazel Green 
Academy, a boarding school 
from which she graduated in 
1931. 

She never realized her dream 
of becoming a nurse, but did 
serve as a caregiver to many. 

After high school, she served 
as a nanny for a Lexington 
doctor’s children. Then she re- 
turned home to care for her fa- 
ther, Courtney Barker, who was 
sick with typhoid fever.

The family moved to Dayton, 
Ohio, so he could get better 
health care. 

Mrs. Watson moved to Cin- 
cinnati, where she worked as a 
nurse’s aide at the former Cincin- 
nati General Hospital. There, she 
met an orderly named Ed 
Watson, who wouldn’t let her 
leave the elevator they were 
riding until she agreed to go out 
with him. 

She considered him conceited 
at first, but he won her heart and 
they married in 1938 after a brief 
engagement. 

They lived on Vine Street in 
Cincinnati during World War II, 
when Mr. Watson served in the 
Marines and his wife worked in 
a munitions factory in Cincinnati. 

“Mom always had, at the end 
of the day, time to read or tell us 
a story, with a t er girls together,” 
said her daughter, Marlene 
Christian of Waterbury, Conn. 

After the war, the family 
bought a farm in Independence 
that they worked for a few years. 

In the early 1950s, they quit 
farming and moved to Walton, 
where Ed Watson ran a bait shop 
and restaurant, and Mrs. Watson 
worked at the former Sizemore 
Tie Factory. 

In the mid 1950s, they di- 
vorced. 

“When dad walked off, she 
told us, “Girls, he’s your father, 
you respect that, and I don’t want 
to ever hear another word,” 
Edwards said. 

That’s when Mrs. Watson re- 
ally started to work. She came to 
Florence in 1963 with $2,000 in 
her pocket, bought a house and 
paid for it herself. 

The girls commuted back to 
high school in Walton in an old 
’56 Ford whose hood had to be 
tied down. They baby-sat to pay 
for the gasoline, and she kept a 
cup in the car for passengers to 
make donations. 

It helped that Mrs. Watson

was frugal. She used to place 
scraps of soap in a jar, boil it 
down, then melt he soap and 
make a new bar. 

She made her daughters’ 
clothes out of colored feed sacks, 
and their coats from adult coats. 
Each of her four daughters re- 
members receiving “coats of 
many colors.” 

For 15 years, Mrs. Watson 
managed the former Burger Chef 
restaurant in Florence, until she 
retired in 1981, when she was 72. 
Her fellow employees called her 
“Mamaw.” 

After she retired, she began 
working for Guy and Marsha 
Linnemann, of the Linnemann 
Funeral Homes. She helped care 
for their adopted daughter, Ma- 
vis, and helping raise Mavis’ trip- 
let siblings, born in 1986. 

She shared with them her love 
of reading. 

Mrs. Watson walked every- 
where she could, and took the bus 



where she couldn’t. She never 
learned to drive. 

Every day, she drank an or- 
ange juice glass full of blackberry 
or concord grape wine “for me- 
dicinal purposes.” 

Until hler death, she was the 
oldest member of the Florence 
United Methodist Church. 

She lived by herself in good 
health until June, when she fell 
of the church bus. She fell at 
home in her tub three weeks prior 
to her death and spent all night 
in the tub. 

She checked into St. Elizabeth 
Hospital in Covington, and then 
moved into the hospital’s hospice 
un it. 

Before her death, she told her 
daughter, Judy F. Stephenson of 
Naples, Fla., that she had seen 
heaven and the face of God. 

“I’m tired, I want to go 
home,” she said. “I want to go to 
sleep and wake up and have ev- 
erybody be happy.” 

Other survivors include a 
daughter, Carolyn Bond of 
Erlanger; 10 grandchildren, 15 
great-grandchildren, and six 
great-great grandchildren. 

Services were held Tuesday, 
Nov. 21, at Linneman Funeral 
Home in Erlanger with burial in 
the Hazel Green Cemetery in 
Wolfe County.
